The  saint  is  kneeling  before  a  large 
crucifix,  which  is  placed  on  his  crimson  mantle,  and  is  raised 
upon  some  volumes  of  scripture  ;  to  the  right  is  an  extensive 
view  over  a  richly  cultivated  landscape,  in  which  are  scattered 
I  various  churches,  houses  and  other  buildings,  whilst  is  seen 

in  the  distance  a  range  of  bold  and  rocky  mountains  ;  on  the 
left  the  view  is  closed  by  the  thick  and  tangled  branches  of 
a  dense  wood

This  picture,  formerly  in  the  Orleans  Collection,  has  most  probably 
been  transferred  from  panel  to  canvas.  It  is  described  hy  Vasari  as 
representing  Lucretia  del  Feole,  the  wife  of  Andrea.  Barry,  in  speaking 
of  it,  says — "  It  is  excessively  well  painted,  the  body  remarkably  round 
and  fleshy,  with  much  more  sugo  and  transparency  than  Andrea's 
general  usage." 

Vasari  and  Lanzi,  in  speaking  of  this  master,  say, — "  Rafaello  and 
Andrea  studied  the  same  originals  at  Florence,  but  Andrea  appears 
rather  a  rival  than  an  inferior  to  the  prince  of  painters."
